Culture.— Sow  the  seeds  thinly  in  rows  one  foot  apart  in  April  or  May,  and  keep  down  all  weeds.  Radish 
or  Lettuce  seed  may  be  mixed  with  it,  so  as  to  mark  the  rows  readily,  and  allow  the  weeds  to  be  destroyed  as 
soon  as  they  appear.  To  secure  strong  healthy  plants,  thin  out  the  seedlings  to  three  or  four  inches  in  the 
rows,  saving  only  the  strongest.  In  planting  for  private  use,  set  out  in  beds  five  feet  wide,  three  rows  in  a 
bed,  the  outer  being  each  one  foot  from  the  edge,  and  allow  twelve  inches  in  the  rows ;  set  the  plants  at  least 
six  inches  below  the  surface.  If  set  out  in  the  autumn,  we  recommend  a  top  dressing  of  at  least  six  inches  of 
manure.  For  market  on  a  large  scale,  set  four  feet  apart  one  way  and  one  and  a-half  the  other,  which  will 
allow  the  use  of  a  horse  and  cultivator  to  keep  the  weeds  under.  Every  Fall  a  good  dressing  of  coarse  manure 
should  be  applied  after  the  tops  have  been  cut,  and  in  the  spring  forked  in.  In  localities  away  from  the  sea 
coast,  a  dressing  of  coarse  salt  given  in  spring,  at  the  rate  of  two  pounds  to  the  square  yard,  will  be  found 
very  beneficial.
